(1) Modern critics have sometimes been puzzled to account for 
the fact that the concern of ancient tragedy is almost exclusively 
with kings and courts. (2) They have been tempted to accuse even 
Aristotle of a certain naiveté in assuming (as he seems to assume) 
that the “nobility” of which he speaks as being necessary to a 
tragedy implies a nobility of rank as well as of soul; they have 
sometimes regretted that Shakespeare did not devote himself more 
than he did to the serious consideration of those common woes of 
the common man which subsequent writers have exploited with 
increasing pertinacity. (3) Yet the tendency to lay the scene of a 
tragedy at the court of a king was not the result of any arbitrary 
convention, but of the fact that the tragic writers believed easily 
in greatness just as we believe easily in meanness. (4) To Shake- 
speare, robes and crowns and jewels are the garments most appro- 
priate to man because they are the fitting outward manifestation 
of his inward majesty, but to us they seem absurd because the man 
who bears them has, in our estimation, so pitifully shrunk. (5) We 
do not write about kings because we do not believe that any man 
is worthy to be one, and we do not write about courts because 
hovels seem to us to be dwellings more appropriate to the creatures 
who inhabit them. (6) Any modern attempt to dress characters in 
robes ends only by making us aware of a comic incongruity, and 
any modern attempt to furnish them with a language as resplendent 
as was Shakespeare’s ends only in bombast. (266 words)

1. This year a 334 r.p.m. record is being used. The entire 
dictation test is recorded on one side of the record. This side is 
labelled “French Dictation Examination”. On the other side the 
Listening Comprehension test is recorded. 


2. The Principal should note that not more than thirty candi- 
dates are to be seated in a room in which the French Authors 
examination is held. The rooms chosen should be acoustically sat- 
isfactory. A gymnasium or an assembly hall is not to be used. 


38. Where more than one classroom is required for the exami- 
nation, the school’s public address system may be used if the 
Principal is satisfied that the test can be administered satisfactorily 
by this method. 


4. Where the school’s public address system is not used, the 
Principal will arrange for the provision of 33} r.p.m. record- 
players, one for each of the examination rooms, and will see that 
outlets are available for electrically-operated record-players where 
these are to be used. 

The record-players should be tested in the examination rooms 
well in advance of the examination period. Suitable needles should 
be provided. 

The kind of electric current should be known before the equip- 
ment is connected. Some record-players operate on either AC or 
DC; other machines operate on only one type, usually AC. 

The best location for the record-player should be determined in 
advance since acoustical conditions may vary considerably in 
different rooms. 
| Tone contro! should be set about halfway between the bass (low) 
and the treble (high) markings.

9. If the Presiding Officer finds that the record is broken, or 
unusable for any other reason, 


(a) no mention of this fact shall be made to the candidates 
before 11.00 a.m.; 


(6) at 11.00 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall inform the candi- 
dates that it is not possible to hold the dictation or the listening 
comprehension test and that allowance will be made when the 
papers are being marked; 


(c) at 11.00 a.m. the Presiding Officer shall require the candi- 
dates to close their examination books and hand in their envelopes; 


(d) at the close of the examination the Chief Presiding Officer 
shall return the damaged record and the wrapping to the Registrar 
with a report of the circumstances. 


Note. In the event of a broken or cracked record, the Presiding 
Officer must not vary the procedure outlined above, even in case 
of unforeseen interruption or delay. In the event that a record turns 
out to be faulty in tone on one or both sides, he shall be guided by 
the NOTE which appears after the heading “Examination Proce- 
dure” in the Confidential Instructions to Presiding Officers men- 
tioned in section 8 above.

Der schlimmste Unfall war nach dem Frieden zu Tilsit iiber das 
Konigreich Danemark verhingt.
